Do not put the bull away in a liark pen by himself. 

Oive him a good pen and a strong yard where h- can see what is go- 
ingon around him. He will be less dangerous and i.e much more thrifty. 

Don't put a calf in a pen by itself; animaU sulT r from lonelineas. 

Keep tha oalvea growing. If atuntad tba Arat year thara ia a loaa that 
narar can ba ragiiaad. Any aaimal that ia worth ralaing is worth raiaiag 
well. 

Breaking the heifer to her dairy dotias shcnld bagia almost with bar 

birth, by accustoming her to obeilience, conSdaooe and kindly handling. 

If tba cover is left olf the milk can, a piece of cloth or mosquito net- 
ting should be used to koep out insects. 

When salting butter add one tablesp wnful of granulated sugar to ten 
pounds of battel and notice the improveil llavor. 

If wa aall our butter to private ouatomers we should try to salt to the , 
taato of aaeh. Tbia may be aoms trouble, but, after all, we depend up<:)a i 
the tastes of our patrona for oar aalaa. If wa mias the mark as to taste 
we miss the salas. 

O t butter to the consumers aa anickly .aa poastble after it is made. 
The tine, delicate aroma of freshly mads buttar ia quioUy loat. 

Fill a silo this year. Try onaa and yoo wtU nam naglaat It. Plant
